conſider whether the Scripture ſpeaks of ary ſuch power in natural men, 
to work out their own ſalvation z or whecher ever God doth in Scri- 
pture give any ſuch command to men in their gatural fiate-ſq rodot and 
then let us conſider what the meaning of the expreſſion is , where the 
Scripture ſpeaks of working out our own falyation with fear and treme 
bling z and whether there be nor ſufficient in that very Scripture, to de» 
ny any ſuch ſenſe as he would put upon the words. . 

Now that the Scripture doth nowhere ſpeak of ſuch a power in na- 
tural men, to work our their own falyation in his ſenſe, or indeed in any 
ſenſe; there hath been enough from plain Scripture already ſaid to the 
contrary 2 and fure the Scriprure doth not contradiR it ſelf, - 

But again; ler us confider whether the Scripture that ſpeaks of works 
ing out our falyation with fear and trembling , doth in the leaſt intend 
that exborration'to natural men ; or whether icbe nat an exhortation 
ro Saints : and that will appear, it you doconſult with the words of the 
text at large, Phil.2.1 2,13. Wherefore, my beloved, as you bave als 
ways obeyed, wot as in my preſence onely , but now much more in my 
abſence, work, out your own ſalvation with fear and trembling : for 
it is God which worketh in you both to will and to do, of bus good 

leaſnre. 

x The Apoſile gives this exhortation to the Saints in Chriſt Jeſus at 
Philipps : Now td argue from hence, that becauſe the Apoſtle writes 
ro Saints , * exhorting them! to- work out their ſalyation with fear 2nd 
trembling z therefore all che ſons and daughters of Adams bave received 
power from God to work out their falyation,is to me a very range kind 
of arguing, Nay, I ſhould racher conclude, that being the Apolile doth 
exhort Saints to do it, therefcre it'is ſomething peculiar to Saints, which 
doth not appertzin to,others 3 nor is it a thing within the yerge of ocher 
mens power. But we ſhall baye Arguments enough tending this ways 
from the very Scripture laid down before you. For,

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his abſence. - So. that it doth appear, that the Apoſtle doth not now 
in toexhort them to obedience ; neither did they begin thea to be 
obedient : for the Apoftle doth bear witnels in their behalt,that they had_ 
always obejed ; which is to be underſtood, fince the firlt time that the 
Apoſtle had had any acquaintance with them as Saints, I conclude 
from hence therefore, that this exhortation, whatever the meaning of ir 
is, hath relation to Saints, beloyed ones, obedient ones - and to none 
other. 

I ſhall therefore, in the next place, come to conſider what the mean- 
ing of the exhorration is : and firlt, I ſhall cell you, that it is not to be 
underſtood to be a working out of (alvation fo, as that men thereby 
come to bein aftate of falvation gz for it is direRted toſuch as were in 
a ſtate of ſalyation at preſent , as hath been already clearly diſcovered 2 
- ir muſt be therefore ſomething that is proper to perſons in a ſtate of (al- 
yation ». which I judge to be one of theſe two things : either, 

Firſt, ro eadeayour in fear and trembling to know , or to come to a 
more full acquaintance with their fate ; aad this may be one meaning 
of it: for many times it is ſo, that Saints are in a happic eſtate, and yer 
un full of doubts as to the full knowledge of that eſtate of theirs. Or 
Lic, ; 

| Secondly ; ſeeing holineſs is part, and.a great part of ſalyation ,. 1 
conceive, that by working out (alyation, he intends engeavouring after a 
high pitch of holineſs, which alſo doth tend to che further diſcoyering 
of their being ina ſtate of ſalvation 2 and fol judge this exhortation- to 
be much of the ſame nature wich that of the Apoſtle to the Corinthians, 
2 Cor. 7-1. Let us cleanſe onr ſelves fron all filthineſs of fleſh and 
ſeirit, perfeting bolineſs in the fear of God. | 
| But char ic may not bethought that God doth by the Apoſtle exhorr 
the believing Philippians, ro work out their falyation (in this ſence) by 
their own ſirength ; he tells them furcher, That it & God that worketh 
in them, to will and to do, even of bis own good pleaſnre, As if he 
ſhould fay , What Iexhort you to , you have received ſtrength in ſome 
meaſure 74s God , whereby you areablero doit 2 But ſeeing ir is ſo, 
that you cannot live akogether upon the old ſtock, I tell you., You ſhall 
havegtiy, you have, a conſtant ſupply from the Spirit of God, whereby 
your faith ſhall be (trengrhaed, and your holineſs encreaſed , ' and the 
work of your falyation ſhall go on in your ſouls 2 For, faith he, it # God 
that worketh in you to will and to do of bis own good pleaſure.So that 
(without wronging of che Scripture, there cannot be ſuch a ts 
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made of this _ (work ont your ſalvation) 28 Henry Haggar 
would make of it. 

Burt however, when he hath told us of theſe Talents , Whereby, he 
faith, diſebedsent ones may work ont their ſalyation ; betells ns, That 
this well confilered, will give light into Rom. 9. 10,11,20,21,22, 
and rf mew will needs underſtand, that God loved Jacob, and hated 
Eſas before they were born, _ ſhould cor fider that God knew them 
both before they were born, and after they were born alikg,according 
to bu foreknowledge, as aforeſaid. 

You ſee when it is for his own turn,he can tcll us. That God knew men 
before they were born , though before be denied it, But whereas he 
faith, If men will needs underſtand, that God loved Jacob and hated 
Eſax before they were born , 1 donot know how we can underſtand 
any other, being the Scripture is lo clear. 

But, faith he, I know this is brought , to prove that Gods Eletion 
i not becauſe of works foreſeen. r 

Aad truely well it may , if you do but conſider ſeriouſly what the A- 
fe faith in that Re.9. where his defign is to declare;thar there are, and ' 


- Rill have been two forts of menin the world z and he doth particularly 


inſtance rwo families , and they yery eminent ones too , namely, Abra- 
ham's Family and [ſaac's ;, firſt, 4brabam 's Family , and there was 
Iſhmael and Iſaac, wherein was a manifeſtation of a two-fold feed ; a 
ſeed after the fleſh, and a ſeed according to promiſe. The ſame you have 
likewiſe in the Family of /ſaac ; there was an Eſas, a ſon after the fleſh, 
and a 7ecob, a fon according to promiſe z and of theſe he faich , That 
the one was loyed by God,and the other hated. Nay, further, (though 
in Jacob *s Family he doth not particularly mention who were ons afer 
thefleſh, and who were ſons according to promiſe, yet) he tells of a 
two-fold ſeed there ; for he ſaith, They are not all Iſrael , which"are 
of 1 ſrael. ; | 

Bur becauſe it is the family of 7/aac , that is at preſent moſt in cof- 
troyerſie, I ſhall ſpeak ſomething to that, and that according to what the 
Apoſtle layech downin plain ungeniable exprefſions, 

For the Apoftle tells us plainly both what God did,and why he did ir. 
Fiſt, what he did ; and thatis very plainly expreſſed , namely , chat he 
loved fureb, ahid hated Eſam,nnd thac before they werekhpin and before 
they did good or evil. And truely the expreſſions ſo full, may 
very well ſerye to remoye all ObjeRtions gt once , being che Apolile doth 
not onely ſay, before they were born; bur likewiſe , before they bad 
done either good or evil ; co ſbew, _- the obedience of the creature, 
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is ot at all a-grotind wherefore God loves him; But-the Apoftte tells 
us likewiſe why the Lord did loye 74cob , and hate Eſaw before they 
were born, and before they had done good or evil ; and that is, That the 
purpoſe of God according toelefFion might ftand, not of works, but 
of him that calleth. Which is as if the Apoſtle had aid, God would 
not ſuſpend his love till Jacob was born, and had ated in a way of 0» 
bedience to him z but before he was born, God loyed him,that the pur- 
poſe of God according to EleRion, might ſtand upon the rightFoundati- 
on, and not be built upon the works and obedience of Tarek or any other 
creature, 

But the Apoſtle well knowing what ObjeAtion might be made againſt 
this dealing of God,by men by corrupt mindes, doth Jay down the Ob» 
jeRtion,and anſwer it himſelf. for the berter clearing of the Truth ia hand, 

The Obj<Qton is in verſ. 14. Is there wwrighteonſneſs with God ? 
As if the Apoſtle ſhowld now perſonate ſuch min, and ſay, Sure this 
ſeems to be a ſtrange dealing of God : bow. can it be thought that 
the ri breenfuſeof God ſhould be kgpt without violation, if God 
doth hate men without any cauſe at all given by them, without their 
doing any evil ? | 

ow for anſwer to this Queſtion , Whether there be anri hteouſ- 
neſs with God ? the Apclile gives this brief anſwer, God forbid » Or, 
as itis in the Greek, Let it wot be : Asif he ſhould ſay, Letthere got 
. be a thought of any ſuch thing, as that there can poſſibly be any unrigh- 
teouſnels with God, Now whereas ic was added inthe ObjeQtion, 
that God cannot withgur violation of his juſtice, hate men-without any 
cauſe given by themſelyes z Now to thisI anſwer, God loyes no mea 
nor womeo ,. but Saints 3. nor hates he any men and women; but wic- 
ked ones : but yet he loyes and: hates before they are cither aRtually 
Saints or finners. | 
Bur if itbe minded what further anſwer the Apoſtle gives to the Ob- 
xcRtion, it will appear to be a full one indeed” for he brings a very clear 
Scripture as an anſwer thereto : For (faith the Apolite). be faith ro 
Hoſes , I will have mercy en whom I will bave mercy, and I will 
bave compaſſion on whom I will bave compaſſion : which Scripture 
ou ſhall finde in Ex9d. 33.19. So that we may take notice from 
eace , that it is a Prerogative Royal that God doth reſerye to himſelf, 
That he will he mercy on whom. he will have mercy,and harden whom 
he will, as it is in yerſ{.2 8. of this Rexs.9. and that he will not be con= 
trolled by thecreature, though he doth both love and hate, before good. 
or evil are ated by the perſon thus loyed or hated. . _ 
| e 
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But further, when the Apotle had been telling of us, that merey and 
compaſſion are by God diſpenſed co the ſons of men meerly upon ac« 
count of the will of God, he comes to lay down a notable Conclufon, 
verſ. 16, So then, it is not of bim that willeth,nor of bim that rux- 
eth, but of God that ſheweth mercy. Which doth plainly deny, that 
either the will of the creature, or the urmoſt improving the abiliy of the 
creature, (for % is well known , that in running, a man purs forth his 
whole ſtrength) doth contribute any ching towards the ſalvation of the 
creature. 

But yer the great Controverfie , and that which men can hardly di. 
geſt, is, That God ſhould meerly, at his own will, harden men® Now 
that this is ſo, likewiſe, the Apoſtle proves from Scripture, Exod. 9. 6. 
where God ſpeaking to Pharach, faith to him, Even for the ſame pur 
poſe [ have raiſed thee np, that I might ſhew my power in thee, and 
that my Name might be declared thorewout all the Arth. Therye- 
fore, faith Pant, bath he mercy en whom he will bave werey , and 
whons be will he hardeneth. The proof that the Apolile gives, full ; 
and the concluſion that he draws from it, is clear. 3 and who dares now 
queſtion whether God may do thus or no ? God leaves Pharaoh un- 
der his natural hardneſs, and doth as ic were deliyer hinofully up to the 
power of that innate corruption, and ſo he becomes hard-hearted indeed 
avainft the people of God,and God himſelf, Now ifWou would know 
why God ( who could have foftned his tony heart if bZ had pleaſed) 
doth thus deliver him up to hardneſs, God tells us him{elf why he did 
it, namely , That his power might be known, and that his Name might 
be declared thorow all the earth 2 as if God ſhould fay, 1 will deliver up 
this great King to hardae(s of heart, that ſo he (ſetting himſelf againſt 
me and my people) may feel my power ; and thae the whole world,that 
hears of the buſineſs, may know,that in 2 the God of //racl doth, 


infinitely ſurpaſs the proud King of Egypt. I 
0bjeB. Bur ic Lam be hoe will ſay, at the «Apoſtle men- 


pions concerning Gods bardening Pharaoh's i but 4 bardening of 
him in reference to bis outward deftruttion : but that God ſhould 
meerly upon bis own will harden men unto final deftruition of ſoul 
and body, cas ſeems very harſh. | 
Anſw. Now to this I anſwer. firſt, by conceſſion + I confeſs , that 
which the Scriptnre doth particularly mention concerning Pharaob and 
the Egyptians, is a temporal deftruftion, But yer I mult lay further, 
that we cannot ſay that was all. , | 
But then in the next place'; if it will be granted chat God may at 
pleaſure 
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ſure bring & temporal deftruRion, I do hot kaow bur that upoa the 

pea —_ conclude likewiſe , that he hath power and nd at 
pleaſure to harden men unto final deſtrution of ſoul and body, For 
if we ſpeak of the juſtice or injuſtice of an aRtion , it is as really unjuſt 
to burn a man in the hand, or to inflit ſome petty puniſhment upon 
him, without ground, and againſt Law, as to havg him. Now thus I 
argue 2 If by yercue of the unlimited will of God,he may harden Pha- 
raoh as to the deſtruftion of his body ; by vertue of the ſame unhmited 
will, he may harden him or whom elle he pleaſeth, as toa final deftru- 
Rion 2 for there are no bounds to be ſer to that that is unlimited, = 

But the Apoſtle, yerſ.1 9. lays down a dreadful ObjeRion, which he 
ſuppoſeth ſome 'may be ready to make : and truely too many haye made 
it 1a theſe days. 

The ObjeCtion is this : Why doth be yet finde fanlt ? for who hath 
refifted bis wil? 

Oh ſad ! that eyer it ſhould enter into the heart , or proceed out of 
the mbuth of any proud arrogant creature, thus to contend with God 
after this manner 2 for it isas if fuch a proud carnal heart ſhould ſay, 
If ir be the will of God that I ſhonld be hardened, and I am (o, then it 
ſeems he hath his will ; and why then doth he complain, and blame me 
for finning againſt him ? 

Now when th®Apoltle hath laid down this ObjeRtion , in Read of 
an anſwer,he gives a check inthe firſt place to the carnal ObjeRor ; and 
that by putting a queſtion to him, thus : Nay but O man,who art thou 
that replieft againff God ? As if he ſhould ſay , What, art thou a 
manz-a creature , and yet dareſt thou be ſo bold as to reply againſt chy 
Creator ? Thy Objection hath been anſwered ſufficiently ro Rop thy 
mouth , if thou hadſt but the modetty that thou as a creaturg ſhouldelt 
have, and yer dareſt thay reply ? | 

Bu: befides this, the goeth about to conyince ſuch a perverſe 
obſtinate ſpirit, if it be pothible , by telling him of che Porter making 
what uſe of the clay he pleaſeth; and fo likewiſe of the yeſſels when he 
hath made them 2 and he ſeems to argue thus : O thou vain man ! wilt 
thou grant more to the creature thea cothe Creator ? Hath the Porter 
power tomake what veſſel he pleaſe,and defigne it to what uſe he pleaſes 
and wilt thou deny God that authority, who made the Porter ? Ir is 
an evil, ro meaſure God by the creature ; but ro put God below che 
creature, mult needs be a far greater evil. 


Naw this Scripture inf Romy 9. hayingſbeen thus far ſo, 4 
. judge 
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judge there may be ſufficiegt grougd 6f proof from theace ( whatever 
H. H. thinks ) that Gods eleftion is not becauſe of works foreſeen, 
But however , he endeayours to remove this block out of his own way, 
by diltioguiſhing works, into works done while we are out of Chrift, 
and works dcne when we are in Chriſt, thus : ; 

It %s true, God doth not chuſe us becauſe of any works of ri 
onſneſs that we have done, or can do ont of Chriſt : but it be« 
catſe of works of righteouſneſs that Chriſt himſelf hath wrought 
for ws in bis own perſon, and doth work by us and in us when we are 
believers. | | , 

Now I deſire it may be conſidered, whether this diſtinRion of works 
will help him or no 2 and truely , for my part, I judge, that when the 
Apolile dothexclude works, he doth not ſhut our ſome, and take in 
ſome x but he (huts out all works, of what kinde ſoeyer, and at what 
time ſoever they are performed ; whether when we ate out of Chriſt,or 
in Chriſt. Therefore I know no reaſon why we ſhould diſtinguiſh, where 
God doth not. But however, it may be worth the enquiring, whether 
there be any ground from Scripture, to believe, that works performed 
by the creature when he is in Chriſt, and the Spirir-of Chrift in him, be 
the cauſe of our Eleion ; nay,whether there be any ſhadow of ground 
to belicye that what Chriſt hath wrought for us in his own perſon, be a 
oround or cauſe of Election. 

Now that it is not works done by us, that are the cauſe of EleQtion , 
for works are excluded : and works done by us, when Chriſt is in us, 
are no leſs works then thoſe that are done before Chriſt is in us, or we 
in Chriſt, Bur becaule theſe works are done by the power of the Spirit 
of Chriſt in us, and therefore may ſeem to contribute ſomething of cau» 
fality to our EleAion , I ſhall therefore adde, that the works of Chyift 
in us, are not acauſe of our EleRtion: for (as hath been alre:dy demon* 
ſtrated) we were eleRed before we had the Spirit of Chriſt ; and we are 
eleQed unto that obedience,and thoſe good works which ate by the Spi- 
ric of Chrift wrought in fis. Now that good works ſhould be both 
the cauſe for which, and the end to which we ate eleRted , is not to be 
imagined. 

Bur yer further, I ſay,Our EleRion is not becauſe of thoſe works chat 
Chriſt hath wrought for as in his own perſon , and that I proye thus: 

Gods eleRing loye,or Gods chufing of us in Chrilt before the founda- 
tion of the world, was the cauſe why he ſent Jeſus Chriſt ; for, God ſo 
lowed the world, that be gave bis Son, that whoſoever _—__ in 
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bins (honld nat perifh, but have everlaſting life. Now EleRion bee 
ing (as hath been proved) an erernal a in God ; and the ſending of 
Cho into the world, to perform aQually the office of a Mediator, 

iog an a@ performed in the fulneſs of times it cannot be imagined that 


the a of EleRtion in God , and the aR of Mediatorſhip in Chriſt, 


bay be mutual cauſes and effects of each other. 
whitreas H.H.himſelf dorh ia this diſtinRtion concerning Works 
ſcem wholly to fur out works done before conyerfion ; I judge it is 
ſuſicient to overthrow - whatever he faich concerning Works 2 but it 
doth more particularly minde me of one ContradiRtion, viz. whereas 
before he had ſpoken of talents that God had given to diſobedieat ones; 
for this end, that they might work out their ſalyation with fear and 
trembling , he now affirms that no works are required of unbelieyers. 
Now whether this be a ContradiQtion or no, let any man judge. 

But I (hall now-come to another diſtinRion that he makes , and that 
is concerning boaſting in works ; what works we may boaſt in, and 
what works we may not boaſtin, He doth grant, that boaſting in the 
works of the Law,and boaſting in works before believing, is reproved. 
Bur yer he brings 8 Scripture to prove that there may be a booſting 
-of works done after believing, 2 Cor, 11.10. where Paul faith, As the 
truth of Chriſt ic inme, no man ſhall top me of this boaſting inthe 
regions of Achaia. Now 1 would defire that it may be conſidered ſeti- 
ouſly , whether there be any thing co'boaſt of meationed by the Apo- 
ſile -; or whether he doth declare any boaſting in himſelf, as if he had 
done any.thing chat was a cauſe of his eleftion. His boaſting here, is a 
conſtrained boaſting , occaſioned by the vain boaſting of thoſe falſe 
reachers that were crept in among the Corinthians ; and thatthe A 
Rigmight vindicace the truth of the Goſpel, and likewiſe the Gmplicity ,* 
of it, he tells them, that though he have preached the Goſpel in a very 
ws way, and fo be by them counted rude ; yer he was not rude in 

nowledge, But the main thing that he doth boaft of is, that he hath 
preached the Goſpel freely ro the Church of Chyiarh, though now they 
were drawn tounderyalue him: nay, that he robbed other Churches to 


- dothem ſervice, (whereas he might have been chargeable ro them.) So 


that now. (the Apoltle having mec with fo much unkindneſs from them, 
from whom he mip{c juſtly expeR more then ordinary reſpeR ) he is 
forced to cell ther wirac he bath done, out of niiderants to them. 

Bue FH. H., goctron, andtells us, that ebowgh Paul cried down 


'*'- befere faith in fo many paveeyet be preveled #9 maths ofver 
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believing loud exenrh, inthe 1 Tir.S, This is a faithful ſariny. and 
theſe thegs 1 will Eo thow conflantly affirm , PRfed foing, and 
have believed in God, might 6s. Las to maintain good works, for 
they are good and profitable, | 

Now trugly I. cannot but wonder why he fpeaks after ſuch a manner, 
or why he brings this Scripture to prove that Pax! did preſs good 
works ; trugly 1 judge that he might have brought many other places, 
if chere had been need, to hayz proved that it is a duty to preſs good 
works upon Saints z. or that it is duty for Saints to do good works 2 bur 
this being not at all denyed by us, I think he might very well have ſpa- 
red his labbur. But muſt it follow,that therefore theſe good works mult 
needs be the cauſe of Election ? 

Bur 1 wonder why he could not as well mention the laft word in the 
verſe, as mention thereft , ſure I am ready ro believe that there is ſome 
deceitin it the Apoſtle Gich Theſe are profit able to men. but H. H. 
ſaith they are profitable, and leayes men our. Now I conceive he would 
have us belieye,that theſe good works axe proficable-to the man himſelf, 
in reference to his falyation; whereas the Apolile onely ſaith, theſe good 
works are good and profitable to men, that is, that other men will be 
benefited thereby. 


Another Scripture that he brings,/is tharformerly mentioned Phil.27. 


12,13. Work out your ſalvation, $c. Now here I cannot but a» 
gain take notice of his deceitful contradifting of himſelf, for in the yery 
ſame page of his Book -he had made: uſe of this Scripture, as ap» 
plicable to diſobedient ones, and now he appiyerh it onely to belieyers ; 

but I conceive there need no moxe at preſent be faid to that Scripture. 
Bur he mentioneth ſome of the words of another Scripture yet, and 
that is 2 Cor. 6. 1. We then as workers togtther with him, beſeech 
Joh that you receive not the grace of God in vaine. Now the A= 
poſtle in this place doth but declare himſelf and other miniſters of the 
Goſpel to be workers together with God ia the work of the Goſpel,not 
as if they were equal with Godin doing the work, but rather that chey 
are inſtruments in the hand of God , whereby he doth work upon the 
hearts of men. And that it way appearethar ic is his defigne toattri- 
bure to himſelf no more but the honour that is due to him as Gods In= 
ſtrument,we may ſee by what he faith tothe ſame thing in 2 Cor. 4-7. 

We have this treaſure in earthen veſſels, that the excellency of t 

power may be of God, not of ws. Butall this makes nothing at all to 
the proofe of the thing thas he woe en thereby, viz; that =_

I fhall adde, thar we need not trouble our ſelves about order of 
working; I am fure it doth not become us to preſcribe him an order. 
Ic is ſufficient for us, that we may ſee from cleare Scripture what God 
hath done as to the matter of eletion, before the foundation of the world. 
Now as tothat place which he quoteth (though he renders the words 
Goutiegane) T1'Cor.1 4; 3 3- God « the God of order, (1s he (aith, 
though the Apoſile ſaith peace) not of confuſion, I conceive that this 
makes nothing for his purpoſe neither. For the defigne of the Apoſtle 
1s 0 bring the Corinthians to an orderly walking, as you may ſec in 
the laſt worſe of the Chapter z and in this 33 werſe he ſaith; Goal 35 wot 
the author, or the Ged{ for I confeſs avebor is not in the Greeke ) of 
confuſion, but of peace, avin all Churches of the Saints. 

Now that theApolile may preyaile with them as to an orderly peace- 
able working, be tells them that God is the God of peace z and ſoby 
. conſequeace, whatever diſcord and confuſion was among thei, came 
from Satan and corruption. | |
